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shall receive power, after that the Holy Ghost is come upon you. 
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LOSE PROXIMITY to the Office of Civil and 

Defense Mobilization located in Battle Creek, 

Michigan, places me in the role of one who 
gives warning of the threat of modern nuclear war- 
fare, and of today’s Communism as it relates to our 
freedoms, to our material and spiritual lives, to our 
churches and rights to worship as we believe. Put 
bluntly, Russia is opposed to our philosophy and 
practices of living. She has set world conquest as an 
ultimate goal, and she has the modern weapons to 
attack us. 

The very existence of our Western civilization is 
endangered. Our present way of living is threatened 
with extinction. Not only democratic government, 
the highest political form yet evolved which of- 
fers the greatest degree of individual and group free- 
dom while guarding the rights of all, but religion it- 
self is challenged by a godless, totalitarian tyranny. 
The church cannot do its work effectively in a state 
which stifles it. If civilization is to continue to make 
progress and if democratic government is to exist, 
then the church must be free to continue its mission. 

COMMUNISM IS A SUBSTITUTE RELIGION! At its 
deepest level the conflict between Soviet Communism 
and the free world is a religious conflict. We are not 
dealing with an inconsequential perversion of philoso- 
phy and religion. Communism tries to interest man- 
kind in religious terms in spite of its avowed god- 
lessness. It has its substitute god and utilizes all the 
facets of religious motivation. The Party tries to usurp 
the place of the church and to give to the writings 
of Marx and Lenin the status of sacred scriptures. 
The kingdom of God is promised in the classless and 
stateless, that is, governmentiless society. 

But this godless new “religion” has a fanatic mis- 
sionary zeal. An apathetic church would be at a dis- 
advantage and, from a human point of view, could 
not stand up against the sweep of Communism. The 
old Marxian charge that religion is an opiate used to 
oppress people can be dispelled only by an alert and 
positive church, a church motivated by its tenets of 
love of God and love of man; and therefore, a church 
actively interested in any program of human welfare. 
One of the great dangers of our times is that we 
underestimate Communism. 


The Role of the Clergy 

The clergyman’s first role is spiritual. His activities 
—bringing comfort, reassurance and self-control to his 
people and others through the teaching of the Word 
of God and the administration of spiritual helps—do 
not wait on civil defense; but the tensions and un- 
certainties of the times add urgency to his task. An 
understanding of the effects of an enemy nuclear 
attack and of the causes and potentialities of mass 
panic will help a clergyman to realize the importance 
of instilling resolution and composure in his people. 
The worshipper who carries in his soul an incorrupti- 
ble faith will not so easily panic. 

Mass burials will occupy many hours in case of 
attack. Bereaved families and persons will want pri- 
vate attention. There will be a growing company of 
the homeless and displaced, including children. The 
clergyman may not be able to solve their problems; 
but his presence, patience, faith and words may well 
be the bread of life to many souls. 

Every clergyman should know where he can get 
anointing oil for the masses he will serve. The min- 
ister can impress his people to be prepared in event 
of incalculable destruction of life and property which 
can be inflicted on us at any moment. 

Ministers will need identification and a plan of 
procedure, equipment and transportation to be able 
to serve in time of nuclear warfare or natural dis- 
aster. 


Enemy Capabilities 


We are too prone to think of Russia as far away. 
Actually she is very close to us. The Bering Strait 
separates Alaska, our 49th State, and Russia. In that 
strait are two islands, the Little and Big Diomedes, 
separated by only one and a half miles of water. That 
is the distance between our two countries, for one of 
these islands is Russian while the other belongs to us. 

Russia’s avowed goal is world domination by what- 
ever means. Civil Defense informs us that there are 
315 target areas in the United States. It is assumed 
Russia would attack with nuclear weapons which 
would destroy by fire, blast and radiation. Nuclear 
weapons are spoken of in terms of megatons, or mil- 
lions of tons of TNT. 
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A one-megaton bomb would cause total destruc- 
tion of every living thing within a circular radius of 
two miles, and a twenty-megaton bomb would cause 
total destruction within a radius of five miles from 
the point of impact. And beyond this radius there 
would be extensive areas of serious damage due to 
radiation fallout. By way of comparison; it is mean- 
ingful to recall that in all of World War II the total 
yield of all British and American bombs dropped on 
Germany in the thousands of raids totaled only one 
and a half megatons, If a single three-megaton bomb 
were dropped, it would release twice as much de- 
structive energy as did all the air raids over Germany 
in World War II. 

Russia has long range missiles. They are of two 
kinds: air-breathing missiles and ballistic missiles. 
Both can be designed to fly over 5,000 miles and to 
carry high-yield nuclear warheads. The Soviet sub- 
marine fleet, the largest in the world, can launch 
supersonic guided missiles. They can penetrate 500 
miles inland. The ballistic missiles will reach an al- 
titude of 600 miles and will be capable of reaching 
distant targets on opposite sides of the earth in a 
matter of 30 minutes. They will attain maximum 
speeds of about 15,000 miles per hour. It could in- 
cinerate a city in one blow. 





The Role of the Congregation 








Able and willing members of local congregations, 
under supervision, can make all necessary arrange- 





ments in the period prior to wartime or natural dis- 
aster so that the minister will be free to fulfill his 
spiritual functions when disaster strikes. 
Self-protection and mutual aid are primarily the 
concern of the laity. In a major disaster there will 
be hundreds of people desiring and needing spiritual 
care and support. Trained religious lay persons can do 
some of these: (1) Act as personal attendants and 
assistants to ministers in ministering to the injured, 
dying, bereaved and hysterical; (2) read Scripture 
portions or pray; (3) distribute religious articles and 
supplies, such as Bibles, Sunday School literature and 
religious pictures; (4) organize and conduct worship 
or story-hour meetings for children; and, (5) set an 
example of composure in shelters, assembly areas, 
first-aid stations and en route during evacuation, and 
counsel persons and groups in the control of panic. 
This is the likely time to think about these things. 
It is the time to make advance preparation for the 
post-attack environment, when we will be confronted 
by a whole new world of suffering and privation. 
Organized medical care for the sick and wounded 
would not be available. Enormous numbers of persons 
would be separated from their families. Cattle would 
sicken and die from radiation, and crops in the fields 
would be contaminated. Government, as we know it, 
would be disrupted; stores would be closed or de- 
stroyed; electricity, gas and water would be in short 
supply and normal communication would cease for

Text: “Neither 
shall he regard 
the God of his 
fathers ... nor 
regard any god: 
for he shall mag- 
nify himself 
above all,” Daniel 
11:37. 
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T IS CERTAIN that Jesus 
Yg Christ came in the name of 

His Father, confessing His 
sonship with the God of heaven. 
The antichrist will be revealed in 
his own name, openly denying the 
existence of any supreme God, even 
the God of his fathers. The Lord 
God is the Father of the Christ, but 
which ten nations will foster the 
antichrist? 


In this series of studies we have 
concluded that the antichrist could 
emerge from three great powers: 
the Communist regime of Russia, 
the Catholic of the Vatican City 
State, or conclusively the United 
Arab Republic. In our study of the 
latter potentiality, it seems logical 
to consider the references of the 
antichrist relative to both Jews and 
Arabs, as well as to the ten-king 
kingdom being in the Middle East. 


May we consider these Biblical 
thoughts relative to the Jewish 
people: (1) Did not the Jews re- 
ject Jesus Christ? (2) Is it not a 
true statement that they look for 
another, the Jewish Messiah? (3) 
Is not the Messiah to come by the 
promise made to Abraham? (4) Will 
He not arise as a star and a 
scepter out of Jacob (Israel), and 
emerge as a rod out of the stem 
of Jesse, a branch of the lineage 
of David? (5) Last but not the 
least, He is to be born of the tribe 
of Judah. In the face of these es- 
tablished facts, we must bear in 
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mind also that the antichrist is to 
disregard the God of his fathers. 

In our sincere conviction, can we 
entertain the school of thought that 
the antichrist will be a gentile? 
Would the strict religious Jews re- 
ceive a gentile Messiah? The Jews 
are blinded to the knowledge of 
Christ Jesus, but do you suppose 
they are that blind? Also is it not 
possible that the text phrase, “The 
God of his fathers,” could blend 
with another familiar phrase, “the 
God of Abraham, Isaac, and Ja- 
cob.” The potentiality here is that 
the antichrist could be either a Jew 
or Arab, or of both races since 
they are related in Abraham, Isaac, 
and Ishmael. The Jewish people 
descended from Abraham, being the 
children of the free woman; the 
Arabs decended from Abraham 
also, being the children of the 
bondwoman. 

The denial of God will not be 
openly acknowledged until the mid- 
dle of the week. Then the anti- 
christ will declare himself to be 
God, and will oppose all that is 
called God or worshiped. 


MIDDLE EAST 

Palestine is the land of the Bible. 
All Christians consider it as the 
Holy Land, the birthplace of our 
Lord Jesus Christ. Jesus lived and 
died in the holy mount of God. 
The Bible was written and the 


. writers more or less died in the 


promised land. The Middle East is 
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made up of the descendants of 
father Abraham, the Jews in the 
new State of Israel; and the Arab 
kingdoms make up the territory of 
the Middle East. It is true that 
Rome ruled in Palestine and the 
Middle East, but the Catholic re- 
ligion left no visible aftereffect. 


In considering the religion of the 
Middle East, we must bear in mind 
that the antichrist will oppose all 
that is called God. It is well es- 
tablished that the Jewish religion 
is strictly Judaism, and that the 
membership stands at 12,035,574. 
The Arabs are strictly of the Mos- 
lem faith, with a membership of 
424,813,000, largely in the Middle 
East territory. 

The Jordan kingdom, landholder 
ef the old city of Jerusalem, has a 
population of 1,527,000, 92 per cent 
Moslem; Israel (Jewish State) has 
a population of 1,997,000, 88.9 per 
cent Judaism; Iran kingdom, pop- 
ulation 19,723,000, 90 per cent 
Moslem; Iraq kingdom, population 
6,274,579, 93.6 per cent Moslem; 
Afghanistan kingdom population 
(unofficial) 13,000,000, 90 per cent 
Moslem; Saudi Arabia kingdom, 
population 6,036,000, 91 per cent 
Moslem; Egypt, population 24,026,- 
000, 91 per cent Moslem; Syria 
kingdom, population 4,082,000, 85 
per cent Moselm; Yemen kingdom, 
population 4,500,000, predominant- 
ly Moslem. 

Worthy of the study is the fact 




















that Turkey is part of the Middle 
East Bible land territory. The seven 
churches of Asia Minor were lo- 
cated in Turkey. Turkey has a 
population of 25,500,000; 98.6 per 
cent are Moslem and only 1.4 per 
cent connected with any other re- 
ligion. 

The State of Israel is a very 
small territory of only 7,984 square 
miles. The Jews are a small people, 
but they hold the only stronghold 
of the Israelites in the Middle East. 
Politically they do not hold the 
old city of Jerusalem, which is 
under the Jordan kingdom and, 
religiously speaking, is 92 per cent 
Moslem. 


UNITED ARAB REPUBLIC 


History verifies that the founding 
of most world leagues or alliances 
of a political movement is inspired 
by the interference of other nations 
in the internal affairs of peaceful 
nations. Such is the case with the 
United Arab Republic. This regime 
of kingdom power was established 
to show the strength politically and 
otherwise of the Middle Eastern 
territory. President Nasser of Egypt 
heads this new regime. 

The prestige of Nasser reached 
its militant glory when he national- 
ized the Suez Canal. Protests came 
from England and France, backed 
by the United States, but Nasser 
completed his efforts. This act gave 
him superior political influence 
over the Arab kingdoms, and he 
began a Pan-Arab movement as a 
springboard to the United Arab 
Republic. However, when Israel at- 
tacked Egypt in 1956, the speed 
with which the Israeli armies de- 
feated the Egyptians in the Sinai 
peninsula gave President Nasser a 
political setback. 

When the influence of the Com- 
munists began to meddle in the in- 
ternal affairs of the Middle East, 
changing their support from Israel 
to the Arabian kingdoms, Nasser 
regained his prestige and in 1958 
established the United Arab Re- 
public, with Syria and Yemen as 
members of the alliance. 

Among the Arab kingdoms we 
find some strong aims that all 
stand together: (1) their religion; 
(2) their heritage; (3) their hatred 
of Israel. They deplore the athe- 


istic Communists. The Arabs could 
be emotionally upset by political 
interference and forced into the 
United Arab Republic. 

The stage of action is set; Pales- 
tine is definitely the battleground 
of the Armageddon. Israel is home 
standing upon the mountains of 
God awaiting the battle cry of the 
invaders from the east under the 
northern alliance. In Bible times a 
Jew named Paul said, “If God be for 
us, who can be against us?” It was 
the leadings of God that led the 
Jews back into the Holy Land. God 
is the only power that could hold 
Israel up under such odds against 
the Arab kingdoms and Soviet 
Russia. Jesus said that He would 
return and fight against those na- 
tions, leading them into the land 
of Israel, and burying their bones 
in .the valley of Hamon-gog. 

We have two great influences, 
the Arab alliances and the Com- 
munists, working in the Middle 
East. We have the potentiality of 





the antichrist kingdom in the 
making among the Arab king- 
doms. The Communists are a great 
power of deception, but do they 
have the initiative over the United 
Arab Republic alliance of kingdoms? 
If religion, race, kingship of na- 
tionality, and a solid front against 
the Jewish nation mean anything, 
the United Arab Republic has sev- 
eral logical leads over the Com- 
munists. 

Jesus Christ will return the sec- 
ond time to earth. The opening of 
the first seal will loose the anti- 
christ upon Palestine, making an 


agreement with both the Jews and 
Arabs. The Jews will be deceived 
in the Covenant, but will have the 
rebuilt Temple restored from the 
Arab sector of Jerusalem. The anti- 
christ will receive his political 
might out of the confederation of 
ten kingdoms, and later the kings 
of the east will cross the Euphrates 
River into the land of Israel for 
the Armageddon battle. The Eu- 
phrates River runs over the terri- 
tories of Turkey, Syria, and Iraq, 
following its course into the Persian 
Gulf touching Iran and Saudi 
Arabia. If this means anything 
relative to the location of the ten 
kingdoms, history may repeat it- 
self and Egypt will cross the Red 
Sea into Palestine. 


RELIGIOUSLY speaking, the 
territory extending from Israel west 
to the Atlantic Ocean is almost 
predominantly of the Moslem re- 
ligion; Egypt, 91 per cent; Libya, 
86 percent; Tunisia, predominantly 
Moslem; Algeria, 86 per cent; Mo- 
rocco, chiefly Moslem. The small 
giant State of Israel has only one 
alternative; she must choose to 
agree with her adversary, the Arab 
nations. The Covenant agreement 
is the only salvation for the Jews. 
Israel could yield to Rome or to 
Russia. But after hundreds of years 
under the yoke of Rome, she re- 
fused to turn to Catholicism; it is 
almost certain that Israel will 
never bend to Rome or Russia. 

It is almost certain that the 
Jews will concede to the antichrist 
and make a Covenant with him. 
The antichrist will sit in the Tem- 
ple of God in Jerusalem, showing 
himself to be God. Also the two 
witnesses will be killed by the anti- 
christ and their dead bodies will 
lie in the streets of Jerusalem. The 
Armageddon must be waged in the 
land of Israel. The northern Magog 
armies will be destroyed and their 
bones buried in Israel. It is an 
established fact that Jesus Christ 
will return and reign in Mount 
Zion and in Jerusalem. 

During the reign of the anti- 
christ, the Communists would be 
given a lift in their atheistic theo- 
ries. They could spread their in- 
fluence among the kingdoms of the 
Middle East, leading them into

I WENT BACKSTAGE at an all- 
night singing convention to speak 
to an old school friend of mine. 
While backstage, I listened to a 
couple of songs by the performers. 
They all sang well, and I always 
enjoy good gospel singing. 


One singer stopped his song and 
gave a little sermon or testimony 
in which he told about his religious 
mother and how he had followed 
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her footsteps. He was trying to get 
the audience to cry or think he 
was really religious. Backstage, his 
friends were laughing at him, for 
they knew what he was trying to 
do. On stage he was a saint, a 
loving father, and mother’s pure 
sinless boy; off stage he was any- 
thing but a saint—drinking, 
cursing, smoking, flirting, and 
being untrue. 

When I saw what I did, it hurt

The Congo Situation Still 
Unsettled 


Through the years the Belgian 
Congo has been the scene of some 
of the most extensive and fruitful 
missionary work carried on by the 
Christian Church anywhere in the 
world. 

Pioneers like the famed David 
Livingstone, H. Gratton Guinness, 
missionary-explorer George Gren- 
fell, Thomas J. Comber, Plymouth 
Brethren F. S. Arnot and Dan 
Crawford, Methodist Bishop Wil- 
liam Taylor and Southern Presby- 
terian Dr. William Morrison first 
explored the recesses of this part 
of the Dark Continent; and in 
their train came scores of others— 
such as the colorful C. T. Studd 
and pioneering Dr. Titus Johnson, 
to mention only a representative 
pair. 

The advance of Christian mis- 
sions brought schools, hospitals, 
loprosaria, literacy and Scripture 
distribution to the Congo in one of 
the most intensive and many- 
faceted examples of missionary 
enterprise ever recorded. Recent 
figures showed a total of 2,146 out- 
side missionaries and 20,269 Chris- 
tian National (native) workers 
working side by side in efforts to 
reach the Congo’s estimated 17, 
000,000-plus for Christ. 


But shortly after the establish- 
ment of the Congo as a new 
African nation, minor rioting broke 
out which soon exploded into cha- 
otic confusion. 

The rioting itself was sudden, 
unpredictable, spasmodic. Mission 
agencies, some with 75 years of 
service there behind them, found 
themselves in the dilemma of sud- 
denly having to decide whether to 
withdraw their forces. To move 
the missionaries unnecessarily in 
a situation that might suddenly 
calm would be expensive, time con- 
suming and perhaps pose psycho- 
logical problems in future mission- 
ary-National relations. On the 
other hand, to underevaluate the 
seriousness of the situation would 
be to place many missionary lives 
in jeopardy. 

The situation varied from area 
to area, from mission to mission. 
Some missionaries were merely 
evacuated to safer African areas; 
some 122 missionaries and their 
children were flown to the United 
States on July 21. 

To fully assess the missionary 
situation as the crisis continued 
was difficult at best, but in gen- 
eral these were the major develop- 
ments by July 23: 

Forty-one missionaries and 36 
missionary children of the Evan- 
gelical Free Church of America 
moved out of the Congo temporar- 
ily to seek refuge in Bangui, French 
Equatorial Africa. 
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Presbyterian U.S. (Southern) 
missionaries early in the situation, 
evacuated posts in the critical 
areas of Kasha, Moma, Luebo, 
Mutoto and Katube. Women and 
children of the Lubondai station 
were evacuated, but the men were 
“staying for the time _ being.” 
Famed Southern Presbyterian “fly- 
ing missionary,” Dr. Mark Poole, 
who collaborated with Korean War 
hero John W. Davis in flying 
more than 200 missionaries and 
children out of Presbyterian and 
Methodist missions in the Congo, 
declared that “the loyalty of the 
Christian Africans is unshakable,” 
but “calculated dissatisfaction has 
been spread” among the Congolese 
army. 

Male missionaries of the Inter- 
national Convention of Christian 
Churches (Disciples of Christ) 
elected to remain, but some of the 
wives and all of the 34 children 
of the groups 96 missionaries 
were evacuated to other African 
stations. 


The Rev. Vernon Sprunger, Elk- 
hart, Ind., executive secretary of 
the Congo Independent Mission, 
operated jointly by several Men- 
nonite groups, said all its personnel 
were presumed safe. 

As the missionaries evacuated, 
their varying reports reflected the 
differing situations from one area 
to another. 

Rescued by helicopter and 
brought to Accra, Ghana, one 
group of 73 American Protestant 
missionaries told how three Ameri- 
can Baptist families at Sona-Mpan- 
gu (160 miles from Leopoldville) 
were attacked by 13 Congolese sol- 
diers who beat them with rifle butts 
and trampled on them. 

Donald Ellis of Indianapolis said 
the soldiers forced them to lie on 
the ground. He reported that his 
wife and another woman mission- 
ary (Rhoda Nielsen of Cedar Falls, 
Ia.) were struck by soldiers during 
the incident. 

Ellis’s ten-year-old son Davie re- 


. ported: “They beat up our daddies. 


They made them lie on the ground 
and marched all over them.” 


Others in the group said that 
when local Congolese protested 
that the missionaries were Ameri- 
cans, one of the soldiers retorted, 
“Americans—so what? You're still 
white.” 

But in a group evacuated to the 
United States, the Rev. Ira Cross 
of Ceres, Calif., a missionary in 
Leopoldville since 1948, said he and 
his wife were “not molested.” 


When the crisis developed, Dr. 
Titus M. Johnson, veteran Evan- 
gelical Free Church missionary and 
now an instructor at Trinity Theo- 
logical Seminary and College in 
Chicago, was back in the Congo 
for a year’s service in a hospital 
operated by the Swedish Mission 
Covenant Church. After a dramatic 
escape, he wrote to friends in 
America. “Things got beyond all 
limit and description White 
people beaten and put in jail, wom- 
en abused, nobody safe ... Bayo- 
nets were put to ribs, guns pointed 
at us from all sides. ‘Doctor or 
missionary,’ they said, ‘it does not 
matter who you are or what you 
do. It is your skin.’” 

One thing was certain. However 
the immediate crisis might be re- 
solved, missionary work in the 
Congo would demand prayer sup- 
port as never before. Approaches 
and procedures would have to be 
re-evaluated in the light of this 
strongest-ever Nationalism; every 
effort would be made to preserve 
all the gains of the past three 
quarters of a century. 

To their Christian friends all 
over the world, the missionaries of 
the Congo were saying, “Brethren, 
pray for us’—as never before.

Five Million in Catholic 
Schools 


WASHINGTON, D.C. (EP)— 
A record total of 5,090,000 US. 
students are enrolled in Catholic 
parochial schools this year, ac- 
cording to figures just released by 
the National Catholic Welfare Con- 
ference. 

This is the first time in history 
that parochial school enrollment 
has topped the five million mark. 


An official report released by the 
conference’s department of educa- 
tion showed that Catholic elemen- 
tary and high schools are now ed- 
ucating approximately one eighth 
of the nation’s children. 

Public school enrollment is at the 
35.3 million mark, with some 1.5 
million children in non-Catholic 
private schools. 

This year’s Catholic school en- 
rollment represents an increase of 
nearly 4 per cent over last year. 
Grade school totals show 4,262,100 
pupils, with 827,000 in Catholic 
high schools. 


Pilots Press for Air Liquor Ban 


WASHINGTON, D. C. (EP)—The 
Air Line Pilot’s Association has 
added its voice to religious and 
temperance groups which have 
been trying to arouse sufficient 
sentiment in Congress to pass 
legislation banning the serving of 
liquor on the airlines. 

The Senate Interstate Commerce 
Committee was told by Clarence 
N. Sayen, president of the Air Line 
Pilot’s Association, that in the 
opinion of pilots who fly commer- 
cial air-liners, the arrival of the 
jet age has greatly increased the 
danger of allowing alcoholic bever- 
ages to be served aloft. 

This practice, he said, has now 
been taken up by 12 air carriers, 
seven of which sell cocktails, and 
five which serve liquor free to pas- 
sengers on luxury flights. He 
pointed out that jet planes weigh- 
ing 300,000 pounds, carrying as 
many as 179 passengers and flying 
500 miles an hour at 35,000 feet 
are in use. 

“The problems of handling large 
numbers of people of diverse per- 
sonalities in a confined space have 
thus been magnified,” he said. “‘The 
dangers of emergency decompres- 
sion at high altitudes increased, 


and the risk in unscheduled land- 
ings to unload an inebriated, sick, 
or emotional passenger has grown. 

“The time of the crew in these 
high speed, complex aircraft is 
fully occupied with flight duties 
and should not be spent in playing 
nursemaid to inebriated passen- 
gers,” he told the Senators. 

The committee was given by the 
pilots a documented list of 35 cases 
in which serious emergencies were 
created by intoxicated passengers. 

Mr. Sayen warned that when a 
high-speed aircraft leaves the 
ground it has over 100 passengers 
sealed into a closely-confined met- 
al tube from which they may not 
emerge until the aircraft lands. 
The individual behaviour of pas- 
sengers cannot be predicted, he 
pointed out. Some may have capa- 
city for considerable alcohol with- 
out effect, while others, apprehen- 
Sive over flying or suffering from 
reduced oxygen intake at high alti- 
tudes, may become inebriated with 
only a small amount of intoxicants. 
It is difficult for hostesses to re- 
fuse such passengers alcohol when 
they see other persons drinking, 
and if the passenger becomes abu- 
sive, the cabin attendants have to 
call the pilot from the cockpit to 
restore order.

Ignacio Aguilar was assigned to 
San Pedro, Paraguay, to start an 
evangelical work for God and for 
the Church of God. This city had 
no evangelical church. The govern- 
ment agent who was the maximum 
authority in the city was a very 
fanatic Roman Catholic. He pro- 
hibited Brother Ignacio Aguilar 
from having services and forbade 
him to distribute tracts or visit 
from house to house. Our poor 
brother was trying to open a work 
in the place but finally had to give 
up because he was not granted 
freedom. His request for guarantees 





to the Ministry of the Interior was 
made and the disposition was in 
our favor. After the investigation 
they gave an order to give us free- 
dom of action; however, the gov- 
ernment delegate disobeyed the 
order. The final action which 
caused Brother Aguilar to leave 
was the demonstration in front of 
his house in which seventeen hun- 
dred people took part. This demon- 
stration was headed by the gov- 
ernment official who is very strong 
in politics. “Could this come to 
America?”

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FIRST GERMAN CAMP MEETING IS GREAT SUCCESS 


On special holidays such as Eas- 
ter, Pentecost and Christmas, we 
have had conferences. These meet- 
ings were always a blessing, and 
the people went home refreshed 
from the fellowship of the saints 
and the presence of God’s power. 
We Americans, however, who work 
in Germany had often spoken in 
our minister’s meetings of how 
wonderful a camp meeting was. 
Of course, the German church had 
never had a camp meeting such as 
we know back in the States; there- 
fore, they were curious. Finally it 
was agreed that we would have 
one, but that the Americans must 
arrange it. Brother DeLong was 
delegated as chairman, so we began 
to make plans. 

After considerable work, prayer 
and planning, the people began to 
arrive—some thrilled, some curious, 
but all expectant. The Gemein- 
dehalle in Urbach was chosen for 
the meeting. It is a spacious audi- 
torium seating about 1,000 people. 
As camp meeting speaker we chose 
Rev. T. A. Perkins, Overseer of Ken- 
tucky. Lambert DeLong and Paul 
Lauster usually directed the ser- 
vices. Lamar and Ardys McDaniel 
assisted with the music and Walter 
Lauster did an excellent job trans- 
lating for Brother Perkins. Brother 
Herman Lauster, after seeing that 
things were in good hands, took 
his chair as overseer on the plat- 
form and enjoyed the services to 
the fullest, now and then giving 
timely exhortations. 

The meeting got under way. Peo- 
ple had come from our various 
German churches, from France, 
Switzerland, Holland and northern 
Germany. The singing, as only our 
German saints can sing, was mar- 
velous.

All of his messages were informa- 
tive, inspiring and interesting; he 
preached with great power and 
anointing.

There are people in Europe who 
call themselves Pentecostal, but 
who are very slack concerning cer- 
tain questionable things. They do 
not pray in concert, do not lift 
their hands in praise, do not clap 
their hands in singing and look 
upon demonstrations of the Spirit 
with disfavor. 

Knowing that we were “fools for 
Christ,” we took our liberty in the 
Lord. The preaching became richer 
and more fervent until there was 
“the sound of many waters” as 
God’s people shouted and rejoiced 
and as sinners repented. Many 
prayed through and were baptized 
with the Holy Ghost. 

God blessed greatly amid our 
ministers as well as the laity. Opin- 
ions were changed, and visions 
were broadened. New mountain- 
tops of victory were scaled. Our 
German ministers and members 
got into the program to make our 
first German camp meeting a suc- 
cess.

But they 
assured me that lots of our peo- 
ple would buy tents, and next year 
there would be enough tents 
pitched on the grounds that it 
would be a real “camp meeting.” 

Rejoice with us in all our bless- 
ings and victories, then join us 
in prayers that our coming har- 
vests will be greater than our past. 
For truly in Germany “the fields 
are white unto harvest.”
